The effects of the recent transport strike 
in Dublin are reflected in the statistics of the 
omnibus services for the month of July, which 
reveal that receipts from passenger fares 
dropped by over £4,000, in comparison with 
the figures for July of last. year. 

Ths dispute between the Dublin United 
Tramways Co. and its employés caused a 
suspension of city transport services from 
March 2nd until May 17th last.

PETROL WAR 


The Petit Journal writes: “ The value 
of the concession reveals the true nature 
of the conflict which is developing. It is 
a new phase of the petrol war. From the 
high juridicial principles which are in- 
voked against Italy we descend brutally 
to bitter realisation of the interests which 
they seem to have been camouflaging. 

“The British communiqué, despite its 
admitted correctness and logic; can do 
no more than lessen the effects of the 
bomb which has burst.” 

The Communist, Humanité, declares:

The company, it is stated, has a capital 
of £100,000, and it has arranged to pay 
a sum of £100,000 annually: to the 
Ethiopian Government. The treaty con- 
tains 35 clauses, and the Ethiopian

Dr. Virginia Gayda writes in the new 
Sunday newspaper, Voce d'Italia, under 
a large heading: ‘‘ Much rumour and 
rg, concerning the British concession 
in KEthiopia—in search of truth.”

Gayda quotes .the British Government's 
official statement with regard to the story, 
but implies that, in view of the fact that 
the news of the concession was widely 
published in the British Press, he is not 
convinced that there is not some truth in 
it.

In a speech on “‘ The Christian Duty,” 
broadcast in the national programme last 
night in London, the Archbishop of York 
(Dr. William Temple) said that if the use 
of armed forces were necessary for the 
effectiveness of the League Covenant, we 
ought to be prepared to use them. 

There is nothing un-Christian in that, 
he asserted. It is the only way of carrying 
out the Christian duty of using law, with 
its sanctions for the securing of justice. 
Yor the League to employ force against an 
aggressive member is no more “ war’’ in 
the proper sense of the word than a baton 
charge by the police against a mob en- 
gaged in destruction is a riot on the part 
of the police. 


THE PLEDGED WORD 


If it becomes necessary to uphold law by 
force, however, it is important that there 
should be enough force available. To use 
force and then be worsted will wound 
fatally the cause of justice. 

What must not be left in any doubt, he 
added, is our purpose to operate the 
machinery of the League if our neighbours 
will join us in doing so, We have pledged 
our word, and we must not go back on it. 

Dr. Temple declared that if our neigh- 
bours could not see their way to join in 
any effective action, Britain must recognise 
that she was not bound to do so by her- 
self. It would be wrong to do so. For 
our country to act as rniversal judge and 
policeman, he said, would not be noble, 
but intolerably arrogant. 

It is the failure to observe this distinc- 
tion, which seems to me the most serious 
feature of the present discussion. Suppose 
the League decides on the application of 
sanctions ; suppose Italy resists by force, 
then most reluctantly we should be com- 
mitted to fighting Italy. 


COMMUNITY OF NATIONS 


But that .would not mean that Great 
Britain and France and the rest were as 
separate and allied nations at war with 
Italy ; it would mean that they were lend- 
ing their. force to uphold a decision made 
by the community of nations. The trouble 
is that we have as yet no vivid sense of 
that community of nations. 

If a great body of Christians could not 
only see with their minds that it is a 
scandal to the Christian name that Chris- 
tians should fight, but should be actually 
fandalised in their own feelings at such 
a prospect, that alone would go far to 
prevent war.

TOWNS PLUNGED 
IN DARKNESS 


TORCHES USED IN AN 
HOSPITAL 


DISTURBANCE OVER A 
WIDE AREA

ROADSTAIRS, Margate, Birchington, 
and Westgate, Kent, were plunged 
into darkness for half an hour last night, 
when there was an electricity failure 
during a severe thunderstorm. 
Audiences in cinemas saw the screeus 
suddenly go blank. 


AWE-INSPIRING 


In Margate the storm had been on for 
about two hours. Thousands of visitors 
on the sea front and elsewhere scattered 
for shelter from the deluge of rain. 

Vivid flashes of lightning over the sea 
made an awe-inspiring sight, and there 
was something like consternation when 
suddenly all the electric lights in the 
streets, houses and hotels went out. Tram- 
cars came to a stand-still, and thousands 
of people sat in darkness wondering what 
had happened 

The thunder rumbled overhead,: the 
streets were almost swamped with the rain, 
and at intermittent intervals the darkness 
was lit up by the lightning. 


SCENES IN HOSPITAL 


A member of the staff of the General 
Hospital, Margate, told a reporter that the 
hospital’s emergency gas-lighting system 
was started, 

“That, however, by: no means lit the 
whole of the hospital. In the kitchens 
cooks continued their duties by candle 
light. Nurses: wrote their reports by the 
light of pocket torches, and in the cor- 
ridors one could see the doctors making 
their way to the wards by ‘orchlight. 

‘‘ Fortunately, there were no operations 
in progress at the time, though our 
theatre has its own emergency electric 
system.” 


CAME FHOM FHANCE 


Many places on the South Coast were 
swept by the storm. Cross-Channel 'planes 
reported a clear passage until they sighted 
the English coast, aíter which they ex- 
perienced the full severity of the storm.

TRADES CONGRESS LIGHTS

A publichouse at Hoo, Isle of Grain, 
Kent, was slightly damaged by lightning. 

Torrential rain flooded several of the’

The voices of the speakers at the annual 
demonstration preceding the Trades Union 
Congress at Margate were for a time 
almost drowned by thunderclaps. Then 
the electric light on the platform failed, 
leaving the speakers in darkness. The 
microphone and loud speakers in the hall 
were put out of order. 

The lighting of the main body of the 
hall is by gas, and it was maintained. It 
was subsequently learned that the power 
station had been thrown out of action. 

At Dover also the electricity failed 
during the thunderstorm, the streets being 
in darkness about fifteen minutes. 

The storm at Lowestoft was one of the 
worst in living memory. So vivid was 
the play of lightning that ships miles out 
at sea could clearly be seen from the shore. 
Holiday-makers gathered to watch the 
weird spectacle of sea lit up by lightning 
for miles around by continuous flashes. 

Lowestoft Corporation sent out 
emergency ‘buses to take people home from 
concert and other places where they would 
have been exposed to the storm.

BISHOPS ON GROWING 
NUMBER OF ENEMIES 
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Press ASSOCIATION FOREIGN Speciat.

An" urgent, appeal to German Catholics 
to ‘‘ defend their faith ” against the 
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“growing number of their enemies ’’ was 
read to-day in all Catholic churches in 
Germany. a ; 

It 1s contained in an Episcopal letter, 

signed by all Bishops at the annual confer- 
ence of German Bishops in Fulda on 
August 20. 
_ “In this serious and decisive hour,” 
says the appeal, “ the German Catholic 
Bishops appeal to German Catholics to be 
firm in their faith. Enemies of the 
Catholic faith and the Catholic Church 
have grown into legion. Those who never 
learned their Catechism and the doctrines 
of faith, or, if they have done so, only 
perfunctorily fee] themselves entitled to 
sit in judgment on all that is Catholic 
and to make propaganda against the 
Church. | 


AGAINST ROME 


““ Christ is ho longer to be the bearer of 
truth. While the enemies of Christian 
faith are divided among themselves they 
are united in the fight against the prin- 
ciples of Christianity. Their fight in the 
first line is directed against Rome and the 
Roman faith. The Holy Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testament are for all honest 
seekers for truth the only light.” 

. The appeal refers to the efforts of these 
“enemies ” to gather from all, corners of 
the two thousand-year-old history of the 
Church all the errors and sins of 
Christians, but in spite of this, it daclares, 
the Church of Rome “ remains the greatest 
miracle of the world’s history.” 

Finally the pastoral letter forbids 
Catholics to road books and newspapers, 
or to visit meetings in which the Catholic 
faith and the Catholic Chureh are vilified, 

‘‘ Unfortunately, meetings outside the 
Church are forbidden. The freedom of the 
Press, to our regret, has been restricted 
to such an extent that former Catholic 
newspapers are no longer allowed to 
publish articles, and are even forced to 
This makes 
it urgent for the Catholic reader to read at 
home the four Gospels and to go to church 
every Sunday, because we must arm our- 
“rag hg be ready to stand up for our 
aith. 


PAGAN PHILOSOPHY 


“ Pagan philosophy,” continues the 
letter, “ without belief in God is no moral 
support for a united people. We see at 
present in other countries into what abyss 
a people steers which does not believe in 
God. Plans for the regeneration of the 
German people will be successful only if 
they are not solely based on the mere sand 
of human philosophy but on the rock of 
Divine religion.” 

With regard to matrimonial and intel- 
lectual life the Episcopal letter points out 
that the Church has done much to support 
the State. 

“ H the laws of the State conflict with 
the laws of nature and the Commandments 
of God, then the word stands that we must 
obey God rather than men. | 

“ We condemn all violations of valid 
State laws, but also that Pharisaical con- 
temptuousness which does not see the 
beam in its own eye.” 

The Episcopal letter severely criticises 
the Nazi marriage laws and the law grant- 
ing to illegitimate children the same rights 
as legitimate children. 

The gradual decay of a people, it says, 
can-be brought to a stand-still by the 
moral strength ofa philosophy, but not by 
police measures. It will prove to be im- 
possible to promote moral health and 
national culture without the saving grace 
of Christian philosophy. 


RELIGION AND POLITICS 


The contention of the State that religion 
has nothing to do with politics is also con- 
tested by the bishops, who declare “ one 
cannot be Christian at home and Pagan in 
the street.” 

The Nazi slogan denouncing “ political 
Catholicism ” is a great danger, says: the 
letter ; for it might open the door wide to 
all kinds of arbitrariness and encourage 


The letter appeals to mothers of school 
children to read with their children the 
Old Testament if this has been struck off 
the school curriculum. 

‘It is the duty of parents to see that 
their children are being given religious 
instruction in the spirit of the Church,” 
says the letter, which adds that a 
memorandum has been handed to Herr 
Hitler; pointing out the dangers which 
might: arise from: the misuse of State 
authority from interfering with Church 
life and from oppressing the Christian 
conscience. : 

With regard to the Catholic Youth 
Organisation, the episcopal letter declares 
that ‘‘ it is the.duty of Christian parents 
to send their children only into such 
organisations as respect their religious con- 
victions, and which do not endanger their 
moral purity.”’ 

In conclusion, the letter declares: “ We 
do not fear for our Church, but we are 
very uneasy about our Fatherland. Our 
Church has conquered the old paganism, 
and will not be crushed by the new 
paganism.”’ .

BRITISH VISITORS 


Many British visitors are among tne 
thousands who arrived in Brussels to-day 
for the funeral. Special trains had to be 
run in connection with the Antwerp- 
Harwich night service.

The Planets 


ERCURY was in Superior Conjunction 
on August 10th, and has been an 
evening star since then, but will not 

be visible this month, according to the rule 
that at this time of the year planets Kast of 
the Sun are also South of him, and conée- 
quently require a- very large elongation if 
they are to be visible after: sunset. Those 
who wish to see Mercury in the late Summer 
and Autumn must practise early rising, and 
wait for a morning elongation of the planet. 

Venus is in Inferior — on the 
8th, and soon after that will become visible 
as a brilliant morning star. She will be at 
her greatest brilliancy in that position on 
October 15th At present she is only acces- 
sible to an equatorial i with which 
she can be seen as a very fine crescent, of 
large diameter. As she approaches the Sun 
the horns of the crescent extend EN, NA the 
normal 1 and sometimes actually meet, 
forming a ring of light all round the planet's 
disc. This effect is due, of course, to re- 
fraction by the planet's atmosphere, which 
in our own case raises the Sun by half a 
degree when near the horizon, so that he 
appears to be above the horizon when really 
below it. The illuminated portion of a planet 
with an atmosphere is always more than half 
the planet’s surface. i 

Mars overtook and passed below Jupiter 
in the last days of August. During the pre- 
sent month he will set between 8 and 9 p.m.. 
and will require good eyesight to pick him 
out in the twilight. 

Jupiter sets earlier than Mars during most 
of the month, but his brightness makes him 
far more conspicuous than his neighbour, and 
he will easily be seen after sunset low in the 
South-West. He is not much use as a tele- 
scopic object at present, his low altitude 
and the unsteadiness of the air being much 
against distinct vision. Atmospheric refrac- 
tion also produces false colour effects, giving 
a red margin to the planet’s disc on that side 
which is uppermost in the telescope, and a 
blue fringe.on the lower. On board a 
steamer in the North Sea the writer enjoyed 
the sight of the three planets, Jupiter, Mars 
and Venus, on a lovely evening, August Ist. 
They were in a nearly equally spaced row, 
slanting upwards from the Western horizon, 
and the crescent of Venus was easily visible 
in a pair of prismatic binoculars. 

Saturn is the only planet which will be 
easily accessible to smal) telescopes ior some 
months to come. He was in Opposition on 
August 3lst, and his South Declination has 
now fallen below 10°. He, therefore, attains 
an altitude sufficient for good definition on 
most fine nights, and the narrowing ring 
system will afford much interesting matter 
for the telescope for the rest of the year, and 
still more for 1936. The rings continue to 
narrow until next midsummer, when they dis- 
appear for a time. They open a little, and 
then close again in the beginning of 1937. 

Uranus is fairly well placed for detection. 
He is near a point midway between the bright 
star Alpha Arietis. and the well-known double 
Gamma Ceti, in a blank region where he is 
about the brightest object. His curious. blue 
colour helps to distinguish him from tlie 
small stars near, even if the telescope is too 
small to show his disc.

Should there 
be strong winds from a.southerly quarter at 
that date, it is very likely that, low-lying 
lands near the sea may be flooded. Dublin 
Bay, the Thames Estuary, the Bristol] Channel 
and the Lancashire coast are the localities 
| most likely to be affected. | 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
| Jupiter and Mars on the 4th, the former at 
| 6 a.m., and the latter at 1 p.m. She will be 
also in conjunction with Saturn on the 12th, 
with Venus on the 25th, and with Mercury 
on the 20th. None of the approaches will be 
very close, the nearest being that with 
Mercury, when the Moon will be 2° South of 
the planet. This will hardly be observable 
in our latitudes, as the Moon and planet set 
only 22 minutes after the Sun, 

The Full Moon on the 12th is the Harvest

Moon, being the nearest to the Autumn 
Equinox. The Moon is rapidly gaining North 


| Declination at the time of this» Full Moon. 
and the gain in Declination nearly cancels out 
her Eastern motion, in its effect on her time 
of rising, so that she rises at almost the 
same hour each evening for several days. In 
far Northern latitudes she actually rises 
earlier each evening for some days. 


The Sun 


The Autumn Equinox occurs this year at 
the midnight between the 23rd and 24th. 
The Sun then enters the sign of Libra, and 
sets at the North Pole and rises at the South, 
day and night being equal all over the Globe. 
The sunspot minimum has definitely come to 
an end, and spots are now fairly common, 
though none of any outstanding size have 
appeared. Various paragraphs recently ap- 
pearing in certain papers attributing weather 
vagaries, and even political and social 
vagaries also, to the sunspots may all com- 
prehensively be set down as sheer humbug. 


The Stars 


At midnight on September id, 11 p.m. on 
the 15th, and 10 p.m. on the 30th: 

Pegasus and Aquarius are on the meridian. 
Cepheus is overhead. The bright star Fomal- 
haut is just above the horizon, nearly due 
South. This is the most southerly of the 
first magnitude stars visible in British lati- 
tudes. Its declination is almost exactly 30° 
South, and its brief appearances above 
our horizon are equivalent to those of 
the Sun in the Shetland Islands | at 
mid-winter.

Kast of the meridian the eye at once 
identifies the Great Square of Pegasus, the 
Western side nearly us South, while the 
curved line of second magnitude stars leading 
from its Northern side into Andromeda, and 
Perseus serves to identify these constellations 
also. ‘There are five stars in the curve, Beta 
Pegasi, Alpha, Beta and Gamma Andromeda 
amd Alpha Persei. Algol, the “ Winking 
Demon,’ and the Great Nebula in Andromeda 
are both easily found from ‘the same curve. 
Algol is the upper corner of a small quadri- 
lateral group of stars, below the line joining 
Gamma Andromede and Alpha Persei. The 
Great Nebula, being visible to the naked eye 
on a dark night, is easily seen a little way 
aboye. Beta Andromede.,. Due East, .Taurus 
has just risen, Aldebaran and the familiar 
Pleiades catch, the eye. at once, and the 
brilliant Capella needs 'no pointing out once 
the observer looks in that direction. Below 
the Pole, Ursa Major at its lowest culmina- 
tion, stalks along the Northern horizon, 
Capella, Aldebaran, Fomalhaut, and the three 
white stars are the only first magnitude stars 
in sight, the Southern heavens being occupied 
by the great blank space surrounding Pegasus. 
The Milky Way crosses the heavens from 
N.E. and §.W., passin:; through Auriga, Per- 
seus, Cassiopeia, Cygnus and Aguila. In the 
Milky Way, between Perseus and Cassiopeia, 
is the great double cluster Chi Persei. “his 
is one of the most magnificent sights in the 
whole heavens, in any telescope. Even a pair 
of good binoculars will give some idea of its 
beauty, but it is at its best in a telescope of | 
‘6 to 8 inches aperture. Sometimes called 
the ““Jeweller’s Shop,” ‘the name gives some 
idea of its appearance.
